The Edition of 
Erpenis, which takes in the Whole New 
Teſtament, is not only very faulty, but 
ſuſpected not to have been Printed from 4 
Copy generally approv'd; and as very few 
even of theſe were at firſt Printed, they 
are become very ſcaree. The beautiful Edi- 
tion of London, extant in the Polyglot Bible, 
cannot be of common Uſe by Reaſon of the 
Bulk, and extraordinary Price. Several Parts 
of the New Teſtament have been Printed 
ſeparately in different Countries of Europe, 
but they can be of no great Uſe to the 
Faſtern Nations, becauſe, befides their being 
incompleat, very few Copies have reached 
them, except a ſmall Number in the Hands 
of the Romiſh Miſſionaries. 

If we therefore conſider that the Confti” 
tution of the Country allows of no Printing, 
and that the neceſſitous and diſtreſſed Condi- 
tion of the Chriſtians does not permit them 
to purchaſe any Copies of thoſe Editions 
now extant, which are ſcarce, dear, too large, 
or otherwiſe faulty and inconvenient; and 
the little Succeſs the two Editions at Rome” 
have had, the firſt, by Reaſon of the Cuts and 
Figures therein, Which the Faſtern Nations
